McCalla of th« board appoiDtaa to n 
amlB« into tk« coadltloa of tli* wnek 
ed Maria Teresa: 

"On arrival at Cat island I took 
cbarg* ot the Maria TertM and bolated 
our lac. After earcfttl couuBtnatlon ot 
■trandtd ship and careful amslderatlon 
ot Instructions from department, I re 
gret exceedingly to express the opiu- 
tOB that it ia bopelcM to rescue tlie 
■lUp. CraTM, Bkmr, Hebwm and Grit 
ttsden conflna my opinion. 

"The wreck la stranded in from 16 
to 21 feet of water with head to north- 
ward. With exception of few feet 
Mtem nad forward, where cut away, 
•hip rMti on rocky reef, ocrered with 
coral iand, Interspened with boulders 
Passed Sunday on wreck examlnlc^ 
carefully all coaipartments which were 
not flooded, as well as ship's surround 
lasa< BTldtacee abow thai after strlk' 
iBf reef, tfalnmaet wm driven op and 
broken off short below spar deck, mil 
itary top Iriag outside bilge under port 
quarter. Seas had gone entirely ovei 
Iker, the inner bottom generally bad 
been driven upwards from m to S 
feet, patoh on bottom abreast forward 
turret bad disappeared, eir porU bad 
been driven in and seas had entered 
tbroufb them and gun ports on star- 
board side, spar deck and deck hous<!8 
had been crushed ia by seas after ship 
struck.

"The tide rises and falln in ship he- 
lew BtrotectlTe deck abaft ensine room 
bulkhead. 8eaa wbieb ikaw fereak over 
aUrboard quarter and enter through 
ports, keep water in that part of ship 
five or six feet above line of that In 
engine rooms and fire rooois. Pumps 
wbkh were erected by wrecking com- 
mies OB forward and after ammual- 
tlon holeu and secured to berth deck 
beams have been driven upward from 
18 to 24 incbee. Both starbooj-d ard 
port enginee have been forced upwardK 
from IVfc te 4 feet to be separated 
laterallr by from ciz to eeven iacbes. 
The host way to illustrate general con- 
dition of wreck is to say that the two 
sets of engines, bollftrs and their foun- 
dations form port of reef itself, around 
Whteh reit of ship works laterally and 
vertleally. Can beet deecribe condi- 
tion of ehlp generally by stating that 
•hell already telescoped and icy viewp, 
by ezpreselsg conviction that as rivets 
are sheared by the constant working 
e( ship the telescopic process must 
eoatlnueb 

"In considering praetieabiltty of res- 
cuing Teresa the fact must be consid- 
ered that she lies upon corul reef, with 
but thin layer of sand, on windward 
•ide of an Island constantly exposed 
to •eaa due to trade winds v>d to in- 
fluence of many stonoe developing to 
eastward or southward. Character of 
bottom makes anchorage oft eastern 
eoast of iflland dangerous. Should de- 
paitBcat determine to attempt to float 
Btranded ship, would recommend that 
expedition be based on Cat island, not 
from ship's outside reef, and should 
be very pleased to command any or- 
ganiiation prepared to work on wreck. 
IB eddltlOB to ttirret guns there ar« 
four e-lncb guns on Teresa taken from 
OBe of tbe wrecked ^pe and remoant- 
ed In Ouantaaamo."

Washington, Nov. 16. — Greet pres- 
sure is being brought upon the war de- 
partment to have tbe voluateer troops 
BOW ia the Phlllpptaee return to tnis 
country. Nearly every state that has 
troops (tationed at Manilla has asked 
through its governor or repreaentativrs 
in congress that theee troops be sent 
home. This pressure comee througb 
the rslatlvoe aad frieada of the voIli- 
teers, who have beso writing none. 
While they do not recount very great 
hardships, except among those who are 
ill, they do show that tbe life Is very 
obnoxious, aad that the duty of poUo 
lag the city of MaaHla aad rentalalBg 
inactive Is very dlsogreeable. It la 
said at the war department that there 
is no way of relieving these troops 
from duty ia tbe PbiUpplaea at tbe 
preaeat time.

Kingston, Ont, Nov. 16. — By a wreck 
on the Grand Trunk railway at the 
Oiamoad croeslng near Trenton, Ont., 
10 persons were killed aad about 20 
mnro or leu injured, several seriously, 
and one perhaps fatally. 

A freight train of three cars wan 
endeavoring to enter a elding when 
the MoBtreal expreee, eastbound, 
crashed into it at full speed, completely 
wrecking tiie freight train. The en- 
gine and several cars of the express 
were derailed, burying the fireman and 
engineer aad aa extra engineer named 
Riley, who was on bis way to Belle- 
ville to take charge of an engine. A 
wrecking train was dispatched to tbe 
scene at once and the crew Set to 
work, with the assistance of the unin- 
jured passengers, in rescuing and 
caring tor the dead and Injured.

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 16.— Colonel 
William J. Bi)an gave out the follow- 
ing statement relative to the late elec- 
tion: 

"While I do not understand that 
service In the volunteer army prevents 
a soldier from expressing opiniont 
upon political questions, I dccuned tc 
take part in tbe late campaign lest 1 
should be accussd by partisan oppo- 
aeats ot attemptiag to embarrase the 
administratioa. Now that the election 
is over, I shall exercise the privilege 
of discussing the returns. 

"Compared with the election of 1830 
the Republtcaai have gained in somt 
places and lost In others. It woe nui 
a sweeping Republican victory. On 
the whole hand, the result i.s net sur- 
prising when it la remembered th:it 
the administration la Just concluding 
a'succeesful war. 

"While a majority of the soldiert 
are probably anti-Republican, the 
management of the war lias been en- 
tirely in Republican hands, and th( 
strongest argument used during the 
campaign was that a Republican de 
feat would discredit the president in 
the eyes of foreign nations, while hh 
commissioners were engaged In mak- 
ing a treaty. 

"It was not a trial upon the Issuee 
now before the people, but a successful 
plea for a continuance of tbe case. The 
people have not accepted the gold 
standard; they have not fallen In lov€ 
with the plan to give the banks S 
monopoly of tbe issue of paper money; 
they have not decided to retire the 
greenbacks; they have BOt lurreadered 

to tbe trusts. 

"Thetie r-uestions were forced Intr 
tbe bockgrcund by the declaration ot 
war, but they must be faced again at 
soon as peace Is restored. The Chi- 
cago platform presents for public con- 
sideration certain vital, economic 
questions. That platform has not been 
abandoned by those who Indorsed it 
In 1896. It will be reafflrmed In 190C 
because it gives expreaaloa to the 
hopes and aspirations oC B large ma- 
jority of Iho party. 

"When the Democrats, Populists and 
Silver Republicaaa favored Cubaa ia- 
depeadeBee,they naderstood that war 
would give a temporary advantage tc 
the party in power, but they were 
willing to risk defeat in order to aid 
the people lighting to be free. 

"Neither caa the electloa be regard 
ed as an Indorsement of any definite 
foreign policy. Until a treaty of peace 
has been entered into and the terms 
made known, the people can not pass 
Judgment upon It. Whether the war 
will raise any question of sulBcient im- 
portance to turn public attentloa away 
from domeatio probleau remalas to be 
seen." 

In regard to the Nebraska election 
he said: "A light vote was cast in 
Nebraska but the fusionists ha'' 
;4^tf(| ^* eatlre state ticket and car 
rietf'the same eoagreealoaal districts 
tl lit they carried iB 1196. If Senator 
Allen is defeated for re-election It will 
be because senators are elected by leg- 
lElaturee iastead ot by tbe people. I( 
a Repablleaa eeaator Is chosen by the 
new legislature he will go to Washiag- 
ton to represent a minority of the peo- 
ple of the state and tO thwart the will 
of the majority."

Washington, Nov. !(>. — The work of 
the Internalion Creodetic association at 
Its Stuttgart conference last month, 
which is expected to bear fruit of far- 
reschlag Importance to the acleatlfle 
world, is announced by Mr. A. D. Pres- 
ten of the United States caa«t and 
geodetic survey, who represented this 
government there, and who has Just 
returned to Waahlagtoa. 

The prime object of the conference 
was tbe measurement of tbe earth, and 
action was taken for the measurement 
of an arc at tbe equator. This, taken 
in ceajunctloa with tbe aieasureaw 
of aa are aoar the pole aow aader way 
by the Swedee and Ruaelaas, will 
throw new light on tho flattening of 
the earth. The comparison of the two 
measures will make it possible to de- 
termine bow much shorter the polar 
dIaaMter la thaa the eauatorlal, a 
knowledge of which is ImportBBt both 
In the making of maps of great OSteat 
and in the solutiOB •( WBIJ a*tr0BeM> 
leal problems. 

Now the lateraaUoaal assodatloa 
has determiaed to go to tllft' bottom 
of the matter, and has planned to take 
up the work of continuous latitude ob- 
servations at six Btationa- -'altcircilnfl 
the globe near the thlrty-alath defrec 
of north latitude. 

This parallel passes a little north 
of Washigton and San FYanclsco. 
through Cincinnati, and crosses Japan 
Turkestan and Italy. In each one ol 
the countries named an observatory 
will be erected. 

The three stations In the United 
States will be at Galthersburg. Md.; 
Ukaih, Cal.. and, of course, at Cincin- 
nati, tbe exact parallel chosen by a 
happy coincidence passing througk the 
regular astronomical observatori 
which has beea establlahed there tot 
maay year*. 

Baycottinir Declared Illegal. 
I^ansing, Mich., Nov. 16. — A decision 
was rendered by the Michigan supreme

meaae^ intimidation aad ooereloa. The 
ease was appealed from the circuit 
court at Detroit by B«ck & Ron. mil- 
lers, who bad obtained an injunction 
restraining the Railway Teamsters' 
uniem from lateriering with tae flrm'i 
employee or bualaess, but sanctionini 
distribution of boycott circulars or any 
form of boycott excepting in front ol 
complainant's plare of business. The 
supreme court modlflee the decree by 
enjoining all fonBs of boycotting.

The steps taken in Frankfort Saturday 
to organize the Kentucky farmers into 
opposition to the Continental Tobacco 
Company have caused considerable com- 
ment. The fact that about 100,000 Ken- 
tuckiana are interested in tbe cultivation 
of tobaooo would make organised action 

comintr from them very formidable. 

Those who met in Frankfort called a 
meeting for December 6th, when a to- 
bacco growers' association is to be formed 
"to fight the trust formed for the purpose 
of controlling the price of every pound of 
tobaccoo raised in this country." 

Mr. David O. Keller, Secretary of the 
Continental Toliao ) Company, was asked 
what he thought 'of the action of the 
farmers. 

"These meetings have been held be- 
fore," said he, "but so far as 1 have been 
abla toaaoartain tbaybava notamooated 
to much. So time ago I aaw aomatbing 
about a movement on tbe part of the 
farmers to appoint commissioners who 
were to be sent to tbe big markets in 
Louisville and Cincinnati at the expense 
of the farmers, and withdraw all sales 
which did not net $8 a hundred. That 
scheme appeared very unreasonable 
when tbe warehouse system is under- 
stood, and nothing wm dona about carry- 
ing it out, a6 far ai I knoir. 

"If the farmers orKanizn as they say 
they will do, or are trying to do, of course 
the manufabtureh can do nothing about 
it. The farmer is tbe best judge of what 
he wants. But it would seem to me if 
the farmers organized to withhold to- 
bacco from the market they would be 
doing themselves more damage than any- 
one else. Tobacco is a delicate commo- 
dity easily damaged or rendered useless, 
and if the farmers should endeavor to 
hold it, they would probably find that 
they suffered a Ion rather than gain. 
There is hardly a manufacturer who doas 
not keep a year's supply of tobacco 
stored, but his facilities for storing and 
watebing bis tobacco are much superior 
to those of the farmers. When his daily 
inspection shows a package in danger, 
that paokalie is worked np al once and 
saved. Farmers wottld not liava this ad- 
vantage. 

"Manufacturers will need leaf when 
this so-called combine becomes effective, 
as well as before. I imagine that no 

fixed price will he guaranteed fortohacco. 
The price of tobacco, like tbe price of 
anything else, is governed by the laws of 
supply and demand. The quality of the 
ott'erings is also to be taken into consid- 
eration." 

-Mr. Keller was asked whtit policy 
of the comj)any would be with reKard to 
buying tobacco; whether it would be 
bought in big markets like Louisville, or 
whether it would be bought in the coun- 
try. He said the combination bad not 
yet been effected, and, of course, its pol- 
icy could not be outlined. It is under- 
stood that Liggett & Meyers have secured 
satisfactory results from buying from the 
farmers in tbe eou)itry. The' American 
Tobacco Company tried it once, but it is 
understood that tbe method was not sat-

Dr. Wea- 
ver said that typhoid had broken out 
about June 18, and thai it had in- 
creaaed frcm that time until Aug. 20. 
There had been about MO eaaes of this 
disease in the regtineBt and SS or SO 
deatba. Tke doctor said there was an 
insufficient supply o( drugs. Quinine 
vaa one of tho articles of which there 
had been a scarcity, and 100,000 pills 
were secured from home. He said that 
at one tine there were 60 typhoid pa- 
tients in the regimental hospital be- 
cause there was no accommodation 
for them in the division hoepital. At 
another time there were C7 ferer pa- 
tients la the eoapa&y tents tor whom 
admlaaion could not be aecured in any 
hospital, dlTlaion or regimental. 

In Eummlng up the causes of disease 
in the camp Dr. Wearer included over- 
work of the men as oae. The first re- 
reille sotudsd at 4:80 and after that 
time the men were kept quite con- 
stantly on^raged with drills and other 
exercises until 6:15, notwithstanding 
the weather was Intensely hot He 
also expreased the opinion that the 
water from Chlekamauga creek was 
polluted. H« ronfildored the water In 
thia stream as hardly at to bathe in, 
mueh less to drink.

— Major Gen- 
eral Merriam is quoted aa saying: U 
would not aurpriae me to sse that the 
negotiations between the United 
States and Spain hare t>een broken off.

PorUand. Me. "Our harbor defenses," 
said Colonel Smith, "while not yet 
completed, are sulBciently far advanced 
that it would be suicidal for a warship 
of any foreign country to enter any of 
these harbors, if we o bjeeted."
